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SALMONELLAE 


From  the  evidence,  it  is  clear  that  there  is  a  consider¬ 
able  incidence  of  infection,  among  the  food  animals,  by  organ¬ 
isms  of  the  Salmonella  group.  In  view  of  this  high  incidence 
it  is  rather  surprising  that  there  is  not  a  higher  rate  of 
infection  amongst  the  people  in  contact. 


BRUCELLA  ABORTUS 


An  appreciable  number  of  the  raw  milk  samples  taken  by 
the  County  Sampling  Officer  show  positive  results  when  tested 
for  Brucella  abortus.  This  organism  is  pathogenic  to  man 
and  causes  Undulant  Fever  (Brucellosis) .  Brucellosis  in  Man 
is  not  a  Notifiable  Disease,  so  it  is  not  possible  to  relate 
animal  infection  with  human  infection,  but  it  is  reasonable 
to  suspect  that  there  may  be  a  significant  degree  of  infection 
amongst  agricultural  workers  engaged  in  the  handling  of 
infected  herds.

During  the  year  under  review,  we  have  taken  over  no 
new  schemes,  hut  the  schemes  at  Hemyock  and  Silverton  are 
practically  completed.  We  have  appointed  an  additional 
labourer  in  the  Silverton  Area.  Generally,  the  mobile 
gang  engaged  on  sewerage  maintenance  are  doing  a  good  job. 

We  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  Devon  River 
Authority  ih  producing  an  acceptable  effluent  from  all  our 
new  sewage  disposal  works,  and,  in  one  or  two  cases  where 
unsatisfactory  samples  have  been  taken,  improvements  have 
been  effected,  I  give  herewith  a  list  of  the  samples  taken

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PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATH 


Regular  samples  have  been  taken  at  the  public  swimming  bath 
at  Waterloo  Cross,  Uffculme.  Results  generally  were  very  good. 
Hand  chlorination  of  the  pool  is  carried  out  and  regular  checks 
are  made  on  the  purity  of  the  pool  by  the  proprietors  themselves 
in  addition  to  samples  taken  by  the  Council. 

For  the  coming  year,  the  North  Devon  Water  Board  will  have 
laid  a  spur  main  serving  this  area.  This  will  mean  that  the 
pool  can  be  filled  and  replenished  from  the  private  well  and 
the  proprietors  will  not  be  forced  to  utilise  the  land  spring- 
water,  which  they  have  had  to  use  in  the  past,  and  which  was 
inevitably  badly  discoloured.  Thus  it  should  transpire  that 
discolouration  of  the  pool  water  will,  in  future,  be  minimal. 


LEARNER  SWIMMING  POOLS  AT  SCHOOLS 


Routine  samples  of  these  pools  are  taken  by  the  County 
Medical  Department  and  occasional  check  samples  are  taken  by 
ourselves  from  time  to  time.  We  give  advice  on  chlorination 
and  general  swimming  pool  hygiene  and  these  pools  are  well 
controlled  by  the  Headmasters  of  the  schools  concerned.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  water  supply  in  this  District  is  from  the  mains  of  the 
North  Devon  Water  Board. 

The  quality  of  water  supplied  throughout  the  Rural  District 
from  the  Board1 s  Newcomb e,  Sheldon  and  Churchstanton  Works,  and 
from  the  service  reservoir  at  Bickham  Moor  has  been  satisfactory. 

386  Bacteriological  samples  have  been  taken  throughout  the 
area,  and,  although  isolated  instances  have  occurred  where  the 
initial  sample  was  unsatisfactory,  a  clear  result  has  been 
obtained  cn  each  occasion  by  re-sampling. 

The  quantity  of  water  available  for  supply  was  sufficient 
throughout  the  area,  although  hosepipe  restrictions  were  in  force 
from  19th  June  to  22nd  September,  1967. 

The  mains  have  been  extended  to  serve  all  of  the  new  or 
enlarged  housing  sites  within  the  rural  area.

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PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT  1949 

A  full-time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  by  this  Council  for 
the  purpose  of  killing  rats  on  both  private  and  publicly  owned 
property.  Luring  the  year  seventy  four  contracts  have  been  taken 
out  for  rodent  control  on  farms  and  business  premises.  The  con¬ 
tract  prices  vary  from  approximately  £4  to  £30.  The  premises  are 
treated  four  times  a  year  or  more  often  if  necessary. 

The  Council’s  sewers  are  also  treated  at  least  twice  a  year 
and  a  regular  check  is  kept  on  the  refuse  tips.  Private  dwellings 
are  not  covered  by  our  contract  service  and  we  do  not  give  free 
treatments  for  these.  Ratepayers,  however ,  may  ask  for  the  ser¬ 

vices  of  our  Rodent  Operator  and  we  keep  the  charges  as  reasonable 
as  possible.

MEAT  INSPECTION 


We  now  have  four  full-time  Meat  Inspectors  at  Messrs.  Lloyd 
Maunders’  and  two  trainees.  One  trainee  has  passed  the  Examin¬ 
ation  for  the  Certificate  in  Meat  Inspection  of  the  Royal  Society 
of  Health,  but  will  not  receive  his  Certificate  until  he  is 
twenty-one.  The  other  trainee  will  be  attending  the  next  avail¬ 
able  Course  to  be  held  at  Bristol  Technical  College. 

It  is  now  possible  for  holiday  and  sickness  relief  assistance 
to  be  provided  from  the  general  Public  Health  Inspectorate. 

Occasionally  on  Saturday  mornings  slaughtering  has  gone  on 
until  twelve  noon  at  Lloyd  Maunders,  owing  to  disruption  of  national 
meat  supplies  especially  resulting  from  the  outbreaks  of  foot  and 
mouth  disease,  as  the  demand  frem  unaffected  districts  such  as  this 
was  greatly  increased. 

One  Meat  Inspector  is  always  available  to  inspect  carc.ases  in 
the  event  of  emergency  slaughtering.

Since  the  records  commenced  during  the  year  and  do  not 
cover  twelve  months,  these  figures  have  been  extended 
statistically  to  represent  a  full  year. 

There  were  two  establishments  operating  in  the  Rural  District 
during  the  year;  Messrs.  Lloyd  Maunder  Ltd.,  Tiverton  Junction 
and  Messrs.  H.  J.  Dunn  &  Sen  of  Uffculme.  The  Public  Health 
Department  was  not  satisfied  with  the  standard  of  Messrs.  Dunns1 
premises  and,  after  the  proprietors  had  consulted  with  the  Public 
Health  Department,  they  decided  that  they  would  discontinue  oper¬ 
ations  and  close  down  the  plant  from  December,  1967,  rather  than 
incur  the  considerable  expense  necessary  to  improve  the  premises. 

Prom  July  1967,  an  Inspector  has  visited  Messrs.  Lloyd 
Maunders’  plant  twice  daily  to  inspect  and  diagnose  the  carcases 
and  viscera  rejected  by  the  spotters  employed  by  the  proprietors, 
in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  Inspector. 
In  view  of  the  distance  involved,  it  was  not  possible  to  make 
frequent  visits  to  Messrs.  Dunns’  premises,  but  this  matter  re¬ 
solved  itself  by  the  closure  of  that  plant. 


FOOD  HYGIENE  ( MARKETS.  STALLS  AND  DELIVERY  VEHICLES) 

REGULATIONS ,  I966 


These  Regulations  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  January, 
1967.  During  the  year  inspections  have  been  made  *f  six 
vehicles  regularly  operating  in  the  Rural  District  and  these 
vehicles  have  been  made  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Regulations.  Other  mobile  stalls  have  been  inspected,  but  these 
have  not  been  regularly  operating  in  the  Rural  District  and  were 
removed  before  any  enforcement  would  have  been  possible.  Where 
a  vehicles  is  operating  from  another  District,  the  details  are 
sent  to  the  local  authority  concerned. 

It  would  seem  probable  that  there  are  other  delivery  vehicles 
etc.,  operating  within  the  District,  but,  in  such  a  large  Rural 
District  as  this,  it  will,  of  necessity,  take  some  time  for  them  to 
be  located  and  identified. 
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FOOD  .  HYGIENE  (GENERAL)  REGULATIONS,  I960 


Implementation  of  the  reauirements  of  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regu¬ 
lations  has  continued  throughout  the  year  and  improvements  have 
been  effected  by  the  serving  of  informal  notices  where  appropriate. 
This  has  resulted  in  improvement  of  several  premises.  Throughout 
the  holiday  season  particular  attention  is  given  to  food  premises 
on  the  holiday  routes  to  ensure  that  the  resultant  increase  in 
business  does  not  lead  to  a  lowering  of  standards.

HOUSING-  ACTS  1957  -  1964 

Luring  the  past  twelve  months  36  applications  for  Standard 
Grants  have  been  received  and  41  applications  have  been  approved: 
some  of  these  applications  were  received  during  the  year  1966. 

6  Applications  for  Discretionary  Improvement  Grants  were  received 
during  this  period  and  6  were  approved. 

With  regard  to  housing  generally,  during  the  year  17  Closing 
Orders  and  2  Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  unfit  prop¬ 
erties  not  capable  of  repair  at  reasonable  experse  and  3  Under¬ 
takings  under  Section  16  (4)  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  were 
accepted.  In  addition,  17  unfit  properties  were  demolished,  10 
Preliminary  Notices  were  served  in  respect  of  unfit  houses  capable 
of  repair  at  reasonable  expense  and  11  houses  were  made  fit  either 
as  the  result  of  cancelled  Undertakings  or  revoked  Closing  Orders. 

The  Government  have  intimated  that  they  intend  to  bring  in 
new  legislation  regarding  the  improvement  of  older  houses.  This, 
no  doubt,  will  include  provisions  to  increase  the  amount  of  grant 
available  for  the  improvement  of  property  which  has  not  kept  pace 
with  rising  costs  and,  in  the  case  of  Discretionary  Improvement 
Grants,  has  remained  practically  stationary  since  1949.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  will  encourage  owners  to  repair  and  improve  their 
property  in  much  greater  numbers  in  the  coming  years. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES  :  There  are  none  in  this  Rural  District. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION 


In  September,  1967,  the  Council  commissioned  a  second  Paka- 
matic  compression  vehicle,  making  a  refuse  collection  fleet  of 
two  35  cu,  yd.  Pakamatic  compression  vehicles  and  one  18  cu.  yd. 
fore  and  aft  tipper:  in  addition,  the  Council  operates  a  small 
Bedford  tipping  truck,  which  is  used  partly  on  refuse  collection 
and  partly  on  sewage  work.  when  the  new  compression  vehicle  was 
put  into  commission,  the  refuse  collection  service  was  reorganised 
so  that  the  majority  of  premises  within  the  Rural  District  have  a 
weekly  collection  and  the  frequency  of  collection  from  the  remain¬ 
ing  premises  has  been  increased.  In  the  process  of  this  reorgan¬ 
isation,  Cullompton,  which  previously  had  a  twice  weekly  collection 
was  changed  to  once  weekly. 

Lay-bys  on  the  major  routes  are  provided  with  paper  sack 
holders  and  these  are  regularly  emptied  and  the  lay-bys  cleared 
by  our  refuse  collection  vehicles. 


BULKY  REFUSE  COLLECTION 


In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Working  Party 
pn  Refuse  Collection,  the  Council  is  arranging  for  the  collection 
of  bulky  refuse  throughout  the  District.  The  proposals  are  to 
have  two  such  collections  during  the  first  twelve  months  and  one 
collection  per  year  thereafter.  The  first  of  these  collections 
v/ ill  be  in  January,  1968,  and  the  second  is  planned  for  the  early 
autumn.  It  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  the  practice  of 
the  Council  to  collect  bulky  items  of  refuse  in  the  normal  course 
of  refuse  collection,  wherever  possible;  this  has,  of  course, 
materially  affected  the  situation  in  this  District  regarding  the 
number  of  such  items. 

Concurrently  with  the  first  of  the  bulky  refuse  collections; 
the  Council  propose  to  clear  up  any  unauthorised  tips  located 
throughout  the  District.  Some  such  tips  have  been  cleared  in 
the  past  and  notices  prohibiting  tipping  have  been  erected. 


GYPSIES 


It  has  been  agreed  in  principle  that  it  is  desirable  to  pro¬ 
vide  a  permanent  site  for  gypsies.  During  the  year  investigations 
have  been  made  into  various  proposals,  but  it  has  not  yet  been  poss¬ 
ible  to  formulate  a  definite  scheme.
